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THE RISING GENERATION.

The plan of life laid by our Creator makes the work 
of man largely a repetition of what has been done in 
the past, It isa strange fact that the workers of this 
life are only permitted to remain for a few years, and 
are then removed and others brought forward to fill 
their places. It seems like no small loss for great in- 
ventors and thinkers who have grown wise and strong 
in their work, to be removed just as they seemed ready 


that large order of progress which each generation 
forms a small proportion. The plan of earth seems to 
be a place where the many come and go. 


The schools hold each generation only for a few 
years, and then make room for others waiting at the 
doors. And so it is in the great school of Time. 
Sumner, Emerson, and Phillips pass away, and leave 
legislation, literature, and eloquence for other pens 
and lips to write and speak. And yet this has its ad- 
vantages as well as its disadvantages. It brings the 
entire human family into the work and discipline of 
life, and arrests the vast powers of monopoly that seek 
to centralize wealth and selfishness. This fact offers 
to each generation a vast possibility with correspond- 
ing responsibilities. It is possible for children to take 
advantage of the past and work to plans already laid 
out. The only way we can live and work on earth in 
one hundred years from now, is by setting in motion 
forces that shall continue when we are gone. These 
forces must find expression in human lives, and these 
lives must be found in the children that shall come 
after us. Our blood will flow on, and our lives be 
lived over and over on earth. 


Shall the next generation be healthy, wise, and vir- 
tuous? Will piety and learning abound to bless the 
earth, or will it be burdened with ignorance, disease, 
and sin? That question will be determined by the 
training of the children of to-day. Mankind must 
journey along the path marked out. They may plant 
flowers or thorns; they may make paths of song or sor- 
row, peace or war, plenty or want. Man being educa- 
able, and his early years free from pre-occupation or 
bias, makes youth most pliable for good or evil. This 
fact is a twofold argument for early training. One 
neglected bad boy may cause a dozen associates to go 
astray, and make it difficult for parents and teachers to 
save them from ruin. With the precocity of our times 
the decisive trial of character comes earlier in years 
than when our fathers werechildren. The crime com- 
mitted by boys under sixteen, and the arrests of mere 
children, should cause the thoughtful no little concern. 
But the other side of this double argument is the pos- 
sible good that might come to all these neglected youth 
if properly trained. 

Childhood and youth enter far more largely into the 


.| work and happiness of the world than many suppose. 


Can any pillow give the mother rest if her child is 
entering the downward path? It is the good children 
that fill home with joy, and comfort old age. To whom 
then must we look for the training of children? First 
of all we find the providential order of society to be 
the family. No other means could be provided with 
such tenderness, love, and undying interest for the ris- 
ing generation, as through the divinely appointed in- 
stitution of regulated parentage. In this way children 
are placed under the natural care and affection of fa- 


3} ther and mother, where the parent’s life is reproduced 


with all the reality of an enlarged self-love. Could 
our earth have ideal homes we should soon have an 
ideal society. Oh, that parents could realize the joy 
of children well trained and turned out in the world 
strong and capable in the work and battle of life! 


The school-house is the next place to look for the 
training of children. Nearly ten million children 
gather in our schools for instruction. And no other 
public interest should be nearer the American’s heart 
than these schools. There are more than two hundred 
thousand men and women engaged to teach the chil- 
dren. And no profession does so much for the future 
or gets less thanks and so little pay for the time ex- 
pended. Let any one go into the average school and 
witness the order, the affection for teachers, and the 
spirit of chivalry and kindness among the thousands of 
pupils, and he will bless God for such nurseries of the 
future men and women. And all this is a victory of 
mind and heart. When I was a boy it was supposed 


to reap the reward of their labor. It is only a part of’ that the “master” had to be a semi-pugilist to keep 


order; whether he knew anything or not was a second- 
ary matter. 

Along with the home and school is the church try- 
ing to exercise care over the rising generation, but its 
work does not reach the children so broadly as the 
public schools. 

One more thought and I close. The rising generation 
should be taught the dignity of labor. More than one- 
half the criminals of this country have no occupation. 
To have no occupation is to be at the mercy of every- 
body, and exposed to every temptation. We do not 
understand the meaning of ‘eating bread by the sweat 
of the face.” There is more religion and safety in 
work than we have thought. The great need of this 
country is to have every child to know how and be 
willing to work. You can have neither morality nor 
piety with idleness. Labor is the measure of value 
and the basis of right. It is no theft to take a clod 
from the field or a pebble from the beach. You can 
not steal air or sunlight. But that which costs labor 
must be protected. Now when religion is seen asa 
part of life the church will not be something to join as 
separate and apart from the affairs of life. But he 
who is a builder and producer will be considered for 
God, because all good is for him.

“SEVEN THOUSAND MEN STANDING FOR 
GOD.” 

After drawing a wonderfully vivid mental picture of 
Beauregard’s attack upon Fort Sumter, and the haul- 
ing down of the American flag and hoisting of the flag 
of truce on the part of those who held the fort, result- 
ing in the withdrawal of Beauregard and the cessation 
of hostilities, Sam Jones, standing before an audience 
of seven thousand men in the Casino Rink. of Chicago, 
put the following interrogation: ““How many of you 
who stand before me will stand in the strength of man- 
hood and declare that you are willing to run up the 
white flag before God, and surrender to him?” But 
scarcely had the question left his lips till the great 
throng stood upon their feet and listened to the words 
from the gifted man’s lips: “Seven thousand men 
standing for God and the right.” 

It was at three o’clock on Sunday afternoon, March 
14th, that Bro. H. and myself pushed our way into the 
rapidly filling Casino Rink, in which Sam Jones is at 
present holding revivals in this city. It had been an- 
nounced that the service would be for men only; this 
drew out an audience of from seven to eight thousand, 
all seemingly eager to hear what this earnest disciple 
of the Master had in store for them, and I am sure 
none went away feeling other than highly compensated 
for the hour and a half’s continued attention. Never 
have I seen a crowd of men so seemingly moved by the 
spirit of earnestness, and never did a crowd of men 
listen to a more earnest appeal to all that is noble and 
sacred in man’s nature and in human society. I have 
sat under the preaching of some of the most eloquent 
of our century’s preachers—Beecher, Cook, Swing, 
Thomas, Hale, and Canon Farrar—but never have I 
listened to one who seemed to partake to such an ex- 
tent of the boldness and fearlessness and Christian 
aggressiveness as this man who figures under the 
simple compellation of Sam Jones. While he says 
many things with which many high-toned people will 
find fault, yet it seems to me that he has discovered 
the only way in which these monster evils that he 
attacks are to get a handling. Ashe said in Sunday’s 
sermon: “If you will give me a congregation of angels 
I will préach you as nice a sermon as any man ever 
preached on the face of the earth; but what business 
have you got with such preaching as that?” And then 
it must be remembered that Sam Jones has arisen to 
that exalted position, mentally and spiritually, where 
is made a distinction between church-membership, per 
se, and Christianity, and he hurls the red-hot shot right 
into the camp of “those old hypocrites,” as he calls 
them, who rest their eternal salvation on the fact that 
their names occupy a place on the church-book. “As 
long as these old devils go whining around the uncon- 
verted and pleading with them to come to Christ, 
while they themselves have never been near enough to 
him to catch one spark of the radiance of his life, that 
long will the unconverted turn away, and say, ‘No, I

The text used last Sunday was, “Escape for thy life.” 
The preacher had three questions to ask any man who 


.| stands to preach the gospel. The first was, “Do you 


know what you are talking about?” Second, “Do you 
mean kindly to me in what you say?” And, third, 
“Do you live what you preach?” “Let these three ques- 
tions be answered in the affirmative by any man, and I 
will throw the doors of my heart wide open, and if he 
will take the great, long old pick of the gospel and dig 
up my whole nature, and show me where there is any- 
thing in there that ought not to be, I will throw it up 
as fast as he digs it up, and when the job is finished I 
will bow politely and say, ‘Much obliged to you; you 
have done me a great benefit.’”” Then applying the 
test to himself he says further: “As to the first of 
these questions, I will not be half through before you 
will answer in one way or the other. As to the second, 
there is not a man on the top side of earth that I do 
not love, and if you will bring me a man I do not love 
I will hug him till he hollers. As to the third, I am 
the last man in the world to tell a man to go and do as 
I say, and not doasI do. A man that will tell men to 
do as he says and not as he does, is a hypocrite, wheth- 
er in or out of the pulpit. Come up to my standpoint 
and you will see what I say just like I sayit. It isn’t 
what you are looking at, but where you are looking 
from. A brown stone front may be crumbling brick in 
the rear, and if you want to judge of the fineness of the 
house it depends upon whether you are on Michigan 
Avenue or on the back alley; there is a great deal, you 
know, in how the thing looks from the standpoint you 
look from.” In his discourse he treated the subject 
under the following heads: ‘Speaking the truth, pro- 
fanity, Sabbath-breaking, gambling, licentiousness, and 
intemperance.” I wish all who read this could have 
heard it in all its force and manliness. 


I will make one or two more selections, then forbear 
further quotation. 
said: ““With love to you and love for my race, I say 
plainly and pointedly, so help me God, if I never stand 
to preach again you shall have the truth this evening 
in all its fullness and in all its weight, and when 
the service is over you may take me to the middle 
of that lake, with a hundred-pound weight around my 
neck, and drop me beneath its waters, but every bub- 
bling wave that comes to its shore will tell you that 
you have buried an honest man that had the courage 
to preach the truth.” 

Under “profanity” he again says: “There sits a 
young man who profanes the name of God, and he 
would crush the virtue of the purest girl in this city 
to-night, if he thought he could shun being overtaken 
and cursed in his wickedness. If a man will break 
one of these commandments, you take the bridle off of 
him and turn him loose and he will break them all.” 

“Licentiousness.” “‘My God, what a picture! My 
Father in heaven, let me and my poor wife and my 
poor daughters all be buried before this tidal wave of 
licentiousness shall sweep over the pure women of this 
country. Let us fight for virtue like we would fight 
for our country and our life. Young man, if you will 
count the cost you will say, ‘God helping me, I will be 
pure.’”’ 

“Intemperance.” ‘But you say, ‘With this money 
we can fix up the streets.’ I would rather my wife and 
children would walk in mud to the house of God than 
pave the streets at the price of damnation. I want 
your sentiments to crystalize into facts, and your facts 
into legs, and these legs to take after these bar-rooms 
and walk them out of this country—the most fearful 
curse that ever blighted a land.” 

This discourse was one of power, and had a wonder- 
ful eftect upon the assembled thousands. It is evi- 
dence that God has a powerful following in the earth, 
yet the work done for the cause of truth and right 
might be tenfold greater if there were a banding to- 
gether of all these forces which have one end in view 
but a thousand methods of attaining it, and I believe 
that time will come when Christianity is recognized as 
more than outward form. For it is the truth that 
where Christianity has taken hold of lives in fact, 
there exists an affinity that creed nor formula, nor 
high nor low, nor principalities, nor powers, can over- 
come, as the true spirit of Christ and this over-rides 
all storms of conflict, conquers all party prejudice, 
destroys all sectional animosity, establishes among the 
sons of men a universal brotherhood. God speed all

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THE RULE OF FAITH AND PRACTICE. 


In the HERALD of April Ist, in an article on the sub- 
ject of “Union with the Free Baptists’ by our excel- 
lent brother, H. Y. Rush, appears the following state- 
ment: “In the matter of baptism might we not broaden 
our brethren in liberty as to any mode of administra- 
tion chosen by the conscience and judgment of the 
candidate? and might they not narrow us down from 
@ widening indifference that allows many churches and 
individuals to fall into neglect of an ordinance as evi- 
dently observed by the primitive church, as the sacred 
text and secular records could well teach it or tell us 
of it?” 

Now, as a people, we have always held to the Bible 
as our rule and only rule, both as to faith and practice, 
and along with this we claim the rule to be an infalli- 
ble one, and that by it we can surely find out what to 
both believe and do, and that there can be no mistake 
either in belief or act if it accords with the Bible rule. 
Well, then, can we tell by this rule of ours who isa 
proper subject for baptism or who should be baptized? 
All agree that there will be no trouble with the prac- 
tical workings of the rule on this point. Well, then, if 
we can find the undoubted authority for baptism by the 
rule as voiced by the primitive church and corrobo- 
rated by the sacred text, and the secular records can 
well teach it, is not the how the individual should be 
baptized as clearly taught by our rule as that they were 
baptized at all?—the one as clear as the other and 
equally attested by the secular records? I for one be- 
lieve itis. Then if the Bible is our rule, let us abide 
by it. 

But is there another rule in this matter that will 
justify us in setting aside in certain cases what we 
have always claimed to be our only rule, and in its 
stead adopt a man’s conscience as the rule? If it will 
do in one case it is hard to see why it will not doin 
any and every case; and this may possibly account for 
the neglect of which Bro. Rush speaks, and which he, 
as well as many others, greatly regrets; for if by con- 
science we can evade and set aside the manner a step 
further, one more concession and conscience sets it 
aside altogether. But in extenuation of the substi- 
tuting a candidate’s conscience for the Bible rule we 
say, Character is our only test of fellowship, Bible our 
rule; we say we must have no other test—the Bible is 
our only rule. Very well, and let us have no other. 
Now let us see; we recognize as Christians those who 
have been immersed, poured, sprinkled, or not baptized 
at all; yes, among all these classes we sometimes think 
we find people we should fellowship as Christians. 
From this we learn that while baptism ought to be a 
Christian act, and is the putting on of the Christian 
profession, we want the Christian spirit and the Chris- 
tian life as a basis of fellowship. But, says one, you 
receive and fellowship in the church persons who have 
been sprinkled; if you do this, why not sprinkle them? 
Well, if he is received on a profession of faith, and 
then fellowshiped on his life, his fellowship is not on his 
baptism but on his life, and then the minister can save 
his own conscience—save his own conscience, I say, by 
not joining another and do an act that isin violation 
of that which he has in conscience taken as his only 
rule. Then charity should abound and fellowship be 
as wide as Christian life. It appears to me that pre- 
eminently we should be a Bible people, practicing 
what it teaches, and not by precept and example en- 
couraging the departures that have crept into the 
church from various sources. 

I do not doubt but that a union with the Free Bap- 
tists would do us all good, and enable us all to do 
more good, if they would consent, as they really do, to 
fellowship those who live Christian lives that are not 
members of their own churches. I shall not want 
them to do what I would not do—depart from the 
Bible rule and sprinkle for baptism, as I would have 
in that case to follow the other man’s conscience in 
place of my own, and I prefer my own for me as long 
as I am responsible for my own acts and must give ac- 
count for them, recognizing the Bible as a rule, and 
the independence of the churches the right of volun- 
tary association. I can see no reason why the Baptists 
and the Christians can not form organic union, as 
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neither of us will lose anything by teaching and obey- 
ing the whole gospel of Christ. 

Now to conclude. I have not written to find fault 
with or seek controversy with my esteemed brother, 
H. Y. Rush, or any one else, but simply to call atten- 
tion to matters, some of which at least are alluded to 
in the extract from Elder Rush’s article in the Her- 
ALD of April 1st. L. Forpyce,

THE NEW BIRTH OR REGENERATION. 


“The wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest 
the sound thereof.”? John 3: 8. 

1. The works of God are powerful and with evident 
effect. “Thou hearest the sound thereof;” though its 
causes are hidden, its effects are manifest. When the 
soul is brought to mourn for sins committed, to groan 
under the burden of corruption, to breathe after God, 
to cry, “Abba, Father,” then we hear the sound of the 
Spirit; we find that he is at work, as in Acts 9: 11, 
“Behold he prayeth.” 

2. God works mysteriously and in secret, hidden 
ways. Thou canst not tell whence it cometh or whither 

it goeth. Howit gathers and how it spends its strength 
is a mystery to us. So the manner and methods of the 
Spirit’s working are a mystery. ‘“‘Which way went the 
Spirit?” I. Kings 22: 24 and Ezekiel 11: 5. Compare 
these with Psalm 139: 14. ‘ 

What may be called the moral hypothesis of man? By 
regeneration and the sanctifying influence of the Holy 
Ghost we are changed into the moral image of God. 
This seems almost a deification of the human soul. It 
isa translation from death to life, from sin to righteous- 
ness, from the devil to God, from darkness to light, 
from woe to joy; the soul thus rising transcends in 
moral beauty the translation of Enoch from earth to 
heaven. The ascent of Elijah in his fiery “hariot could 
not present a scene so rich in wonders or so full of spir- 
itual sublimity. 

When God brings a man from his miserable state of 
sin into a state of purity, joy, and redemption, he is in 
the Bible sense, or term, regenerated or born again. 
But we are not to suppose that the change produced by 
the new birth is physical. We possess the same body 
and faculties of mind afterwards as before. Nor is it 
merely relative, by which we stand in a different rela- 
tion to God, and sustain another character. But it is 
a divine change, a change effected by supernatural 
agencies; hence phrases created anew—born of God, 
begotten again, born again, not of corruptible seed, but 
of incorruptible, nor of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God—these are 
used in the Bible to describe the new birth. Itis an in- 
ward and radical change. 

There are many changes that take place in the human 
character which are merely superficial, produced only 
by selfish principle and leading to mercenary ends. But 
the new birth strikes deep in the inmost recesses of the 
soul, and the penitent becomes a new creature in Christ. 
Hence if any man be in Christ he is a new creature; he 
was dead, but is now alive; was lost, but found; was 
blind, but now he can see; was far off, but is brought 
nigh by the blood of Jesus—he now belongs to the 
household of God; his loins are girt about with truth, 
and on him is the breast-plate of righteousness, and he 
hath the helmet of salvation, and the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of God. This change is uni- 
versal, All things are become new; the understand- 
ing perceives new truths, the will receives new bias, 
the affections embrace new objects, the heart is impressed 
With new feelings; in fact, the whole soul is got into a 
new mold. 

3. The evidence of the new birth is of two kinds— 
first, internal; second, external. The first evidence is 
intuitive, arising from the testimony of the mind. Man 
18a conscious being; he hasa certain perception of what 
passes within; hence any change from pain to pleasure, 
or grief to joy, is perceived in the mind. The second 
evidence is divine, originating from the direct witness 
of the Holy Ghost, as in Rom. 8: 16. The third evi- 
dence is rational, coming from a full conviction that we 
have marks on us that God speaks of in his word—such 
marks as are found in I. John 4: 7-11. 

How utterly impossible it is to substitute anything as 
an equivalent for regeneration! How awfully those 
deceive themselves who imagine that they were born 
When they were baptized in water! How earnestly and 
faithfully should we examine ourselves whether we are 

rn again or not! 


May the Lord let the light of the Holy Ghost come 
upon us, and especially upon those whose salvation is in 
the water, and upon those that have their religion in 
their head! Lord God, take it from the head and put it 
in the heart; Father, let the Holy Ghost come upon 
them; oh, let it come upon all who have! Excepta 
man be born again he can not see the kingdom of God; 
he must be born of water and of the Spirit. 

Regeneration is a work done in us; justification is a 
work done for us. Pardon takes away all our sins 
and fits us for adoption into the family of God; pardon 
will advertise itself in the convert by the life which he 
lives; so also will adoption publish itself in every 
Christian, “for ye are dead and your life is hid with 
Christ in God.” When justified by faith we have 
peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ, for 
Christ was raised from the dead for our justification.

The work ot tabulation is going on. At the last com- 
putation we had in the lists the names of 512 churches, 
70 unordained ministers, and 675 ordained. All of 
these are taken from individual information; that is, 
the information that is sent to the secretary as infor- 
mation by different individuals. 

There seems to be an almost insuperable difficulty 
connected with the weak churches. Some of the 
clerks send back my requests for information, with 
letters of description of their weakness. If on the 
other hand they would send some facts that are tangi- 
ble, these facts would be the basis for information for 
the secretary of the missionary department of the 
convention, and furnish ground of possible action by 
the convention, or executive board, in the way of 
“organization.” 

The work has developed into visibility already this 
fact—that the Christians have, most probably, the 
most faithful and self-denying body of ministers in 
existence. 

The work is not yet half done. Those brethren, if 
any, who have delayed sending, have still abundant 
time after this notice, for we have not succeeded in 
securing the returns in the first fortnight; they are 
still coming in with considerabie volume.

SAND WICHES. 

When traveling I often find myself at meal-time. 
where I have not time enough to get a good, square 
meal, and’ so, if possible, I take a lunch. My favorite 
bill of fare at such times is a sandwich, a cup of coffee, 
and a doughnut, the sandwich being the chief attrac- 
tion, as [am particularly fond of them, especially the 
nice slice of meat which is so appetizing when one is 
hungry, so neatly smuggled in between two layers of 
nice, white light biscuit. But, oh, what a shock to my 
love of sandwiches when this morning I saw in the 
HERALD of April 22d, under the caption of “Another 
Union Note,” giving the resolutions of the joint com- 
mittee of the Free Baptists and Christians at the quar- 
terly meeting, recently held at Aroostook, Maine. The 
first three of those resolutions are excellent, and mani- 
fest the heart-yearnings of dear brethren of like faith 
in Christ and his blessed gospel, for a closer walk with. 
God and each other in the highway of holiness, and in 
the fields of labor and strife against sin. God bless 
them in their deliberations, is my prayer. And now 
we come to the fourth resolution, which refers to the 
name: 

“Resolved, That we could accept of any name a com- 
mittee chosen by both denominations might agree upon, 
but would prefer one like Free Christian Baptists, thus 
embodying the two.” 


I must confess that when I saw the “professed” name 
I could not relish the sandwich. My theological appe- 
tite was somewhat disturbed. I tried, but could not 
digest it.- Then I analyzed it to see what was the mat- 
ter. (These theological sandwiches are hard to analyze.) 
The ingredients of this one were all right; it was all 
in the mixing. The name Free Christian Baptists is 
indeed a strange mixture. None will deny but that 
every rightly instructed child of God embraces in his 
character and faith all these. Hence the ingredients 
are all necessary; but for a name it does not seem to 
apply to a church or individual. 

1. What does it signify? I should infer from the 
construction that Baptist is the real name, the other 


fests “charity,” which will eventually unite God’s chil- 
dren as one in Christ Jesus. 

Now, organic union is being agitated all over this free 
land of ours, and the question is asked, What shall be 
the basis? - An important question, which is yet un- 
settled. (Weall want to make our own sandwiches and 
all like our own biscuits for the outside.) God’s Word 
alone can furnish a basis of union for his people, and 
that basis furnishes a name good enough and significant 
enough for all his people in all time, so that if the 
Methodist should want to unite in organic union, he 
could accept the name, or the Presbyterian, or any 
other denominational body; but they never could all 
agree to be called the Free Christian Baptists. They 
would not like the sandwich.

HOME MISSION WORK. 


Often when looking over the home missionary field, 
I take a view of the Indians of New Mexico. They 
meet once a year for worship. One day of their meet- 
ing they have for confession; they confess all the sins 
they have done in the past year to their priest. He 
(the priest) then takes an armful of switches that he 
has prepared for that purpose and divides them up 
equally among the people. The priest gives orders, 
and all must march out of the confession-room. They 
step to the beat of the drum and to the sound of the 
music. As they march out through the street of the 
village they take these switches (they are good, hard 
iron-wood) and whip themselves according to the 
deeds they have done the past year. I have seen them 
whip themselves until their backs would be cut almost 
to pieces, and you could track them by the blood upon 
the ground. They are commanded to wear no clothes 
at the time of worship. 

Now, if we are as much concerned about their salva- 
tion as they are themselves, why not do more to save 
them from their sins? Let us trust God, and go and 
point them to the blood of Christ that was shed for 
us, and for them, and all the world. But some would 
say, “I can not go.” Well, perhaps God does not want 
you to go; but you can give of your earthly substance 
to send some one that God has called. It will not do 
to leave them in that condition, to die in their sins. 

There is another tribe of Indians in Arizona that 
meet once a year at the “petrified forest’’ in Arizona. 
This forest covers about two hundred acres of heavy 
timber, and it is all petrified. There are some trees 
covered with petrified crows and buzzards. On the 
ground there are lizards, bugs, scorpions, snakes, rac- 
coons, opossums, and all kinds of insects, and it is here 
that the Indians come to worship these things. They 
worship them because they are the works of the “Great 
Spirit.” These Indians of Arizona number 32,083, 
and to my knowledge there is not one that knows God 
in the pardon of his sins. When they come to the 
bar of God I am afraid they will say to some of us, 
“You did not care for my soul;”’ and how sad it would 
be if God would say to us, “Their blood will I require 
at thy hands!” Let us do something to bring them to 


two words used as adjectives describing the kind of Christ; though the cross be heavy, the crown will be 


Baptists; or we might illustrate this by a marriage: 
The lady would take the name of her husband; his 
surname would be one by which they both would be 
called. However, this union of two denominations is 
not in this respect like a marriage; it is the co-opera- 
tion of two Christian bodies. 

2. Is it biblical? A marriage in regard to God’s 
people is used in the Bible only as an illustration to 
show the union between Christ the head and the 
church the body, of which we all are members, so that 
the important right of conferring the name upon the 
church has been reserved for his dear Son; and he 
(Christ) has given to the church, which is the bride, the 
Lamb’s wife, his own name. “And the disciples were 
called Christians first in Antioch.” Acts11: 37. “For 
this cause I bow my knees unto the Father‘of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, of whom the whole family in heaven and 
earth is named.” Eph. 3: 14, 15. 

3. Is itadesirable name? We all know that God’s 
spirit is drawing his people nearer and still nearer to 
himself, and as we get nearer to him we draw nearer to 
each other. Already sectarianism is weakening in every 
direction. The children of God are praying for union, 
and all along the lines of Christian work there isa 
hearty handshaking and good-will among the different 
denominations that was not known twenty years ago, 
which points to the “more excellent way” and mani-

ONE REASON WHY. 


Bro. Jones,—I have often been asked why the Chris- 
tians do not support their ministers as well as some 
other religious orders. In the early part of my minis- 
try I went to meet a brother at his appointment on the 
Darby Plains, Ohio, and when I entered the house it 
was crowded with people, and an elderly man was 
lining a hymn and singing; and, after praying, he asked 
if the preacher had come, when some one said a preacher 
had come. He then asked if it was the one that made 
the appointment. The answer was, No. He then 
said, “I suppose the people would like for me to preach 
as well as any other man.” And his discourse was 
largely against a hireling ministry, which was very 
popular and well received. And he became very prac- 
tical and definite, saying that ‘some preachers will tell 


the people they want money, and will send a man 


around with a hat or plate, and they will take twenty- 
five cents from a sinner as well as a saint, put it all to- 
gether and call it all good; yes, they will shear the 
goats as well as the sheep; but I have not come for 
your money; I don’t preach for money; I don’t want 
your money, for I received the gospel free, and I 
preach it free,” 


Many years since I was attending a meeting where a 
minister was to be ordained, and I was appointed on a 
committee of three to ordain the brother. The com- 
mittee agreed upon what part of the service each one 
should perform, and I was requested to preach the ser- 
mon. I took the liberty of speaking of some of the 
duties of the minister, and then of some of the duties 
of the church and people; that just as certain as the 
Lord called one man to preach, he called many others 
to contribute of their substance toward the support of 
that one; and because I preached that it was the duty 
of the people to pay the preacher, one of the com- 
mittee was so hurt that he utterly refused to perform 
his part of the ordination service. That was such 
an unexpected and remarkable experience to me that [ 
could not very easily describe my feelings about that 
time. But I suppose that it takes most of us about as 
long to unlearn a bad theory or system as it does 
to learn a good one.

LACK OF FAITH. 

All whose confidence fail in the sufficiency of the 
Scriptures to thoroughly furnish them doctrine, re- 
proof, and instruction in righteousness, resort to 
creeds, disciplines, and confessions of faith com- 
piled by men as their opinion as to what the 
Bible means, not what it says; all who lose con- 
fidence in the Christian brotherhood and Chris-

THE BOSTON STATEMENT. 


From some of our esteemed Eastern correspondents 
we learn that a certain statement made by us ina 
recent editorial has been interpreted into a repudia- 
tion of the ‘Statement of the Belief of the Christians,” 
prepared by Rev. M. Summerbell, A. M., and discussed 
at the Boston Convention. To the best of our knowl- 
edge we have at no time discussed or in any way refer- 
red to the document prepared by Bro. Summerbell. To 
say the least of it, it is unfortunate that we should be 
thus misapprehended, and we are unwilling that our 
silence relative to the Boston statement should seem to 
be a corroboration of the same. The Boston state- 
ment is a carefully-prepared, earnest, and honest effort 
to find a common theological center where all Chris- 
tians may unite, and we do not hesitate to pronounce it 
in every way excellent. We are not disposed to discuss 
any proposition that statement contains, but question 
the propriety of making that or any similar document 
the base of a union of Christian believers. We recog- 
nize and very cheerfully accord the right of any one, or 
any number of Christians, to make a statement of be- 
lief and publish it to the world, but where an effort is 
made to make such a- paper the base, or conditional 
bond, of the union of two denominations it ceases to 
be the simple utterance of one, or a limited number of 
believers, and becomes a “credo ex cathedra.”’ Take, 
for instance, the Boston statement. As a statement

REASON AND REVELATION. 

If the man is to be commended who makes two blades 
of grass grow where one grew before, then Dr. Mc Whin- 
ney is to be commended for giving to the world his 
handsome volume, which he felicitously calls “Reason 
and Revelation.’’ Others have felt the power of the 
thought which underlies the work, but its development 
into an elaborate argument, which iscomprehensive and 
yet condensed, scholarly and yet free from pedantry, pro- 
tound and yet profoundly interesting, is the Doctor’s own. 
Realizing perhaps St. Augustine’s simile of the Script- 
ure as containing shallows where the lamb may sport, 
and depths where the elephant can not wade, he boldly 
advances, yet with such evident mastery that his reader 
is conscious of progress, not by sense of fatigue, but 
rather by his own clearer perception of questions which 
were veiled in mist before. While it is Dr. Mc Whin- 
ney’s aim to expound the unity underlying reason and 
revelation, he is always guided by the spirit which has 
expression in the liberal position of the Christian 
Church, and consequently pleads for the courage of 
honest conviction, and unhesitatingly opposes the pro- 
scriptiveness of dogmatic efforts to restrain liberty of 
thinking. Thus he produces a book at once fearless, 
fresh in its outspoken conviction of an earnest mind, 
sympathetic with the established teaching of the best 
modern scientific thought, and yet always restrained 
and directed by the plain teaching of the Word of God. 
The book while helpful and suggestive to the Bible 
student, will also prove a valuable antidote to that 
tendency which is skeptical because it has been offered 
serpents for fish and stones for bread. 

The book opens with a series of searching disjunctive 
propositions, which rivet the attention and carry the 
honest thinker, be he believer or not, irresistibly to the 
solid ground of divine revelation. Then follow four 
chapters on Religion, five on the Bible, four on Theology, 
which the Doctor here understands as equivalent with 
the doctrine of the divine existence, three on Anthro- 
pology, three on Demonology, and five on Christology. 
In these five hundred and eighty-seven pages, he groups 
the results of a life-time of special studies on the topics 
named, presenting them calmly, reverently, and yet 
with a lucidness which makes every point clear, backed 
with a logical force which compels conviction. In the 
discussion of his themes he presents gleanings from a 
close reading of the ablest authors who have discussed 
religion favorably or otherwise, and by philosophy, 
seience, and a sanctified common sense demonstrates

But tempted to continue as I am, I must forbear. 
Suffice it now to say that the book, as a whole, is a most 
useful contribution to Christian literature. If, as in 
the discussion of the Logos doctrine, or in the chap- 
ters on Demonology, we may sometimes take exception 
to exegesis or to conclusions, we cheerfully acknowledge 
the fearless candor which impels the author to speak 
out just what he believes; and also bear in mind that 
it is a wise man who can in all things agree to-day with 
what he believed yesterday. In my view the Sunday- 
schools throughout the denomination should have the 
book on the library shelves, and when families consider 
what is profitable for Sunday reading, they will find 
that a chapter read aloud from this book, and discussed 
pro and con, will afford clearness in thinking and save 
much waste of precious time.

I know of no official or responsible utterance 
from any Christian minister which should authorize 
any one (our good brother editor of the Morning Star, 
or any one else) to call the Christians, North, South, 
Kast, or West, Trinitarians or Unitarians; but I am 
sure that all true Christians may waive all false issues, 
and unite upon a Bible platform as broad and as solid 
as are the foundations of the militant church.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuinearon, D. C., April 26, 1886. 

On Capitol Hill the event of the week that attracted 
most attention was the strike investigation, conducted 
by the Congressional Committee. The great interest 
taken in it was due chiefly to the fact that Jay Gould 
and Grand Master-Workman Powderly were present as 
witnesses. So great was the crowd about the room 
where the committee was taking testimony, that it final- 
ly became necessary to admit only members of Con- 
gress, witnesses, and members of the press. The great 
financier, in telling the story of the strike from the 
capitalists’ standpoint, charged Mr. Powderly with dis- 
torting facts and placing him in a wrong light... He is 
in favor of arbitration, but it must be between em- 
ployer and employed, and not after the men have left 
work. He does not recognize the Knights of Labor 
as such. 

Jay Gould was five hours in giving his testimony. 
He was a little bad tempered and nervous when de- 
scribing his alleged wrongs. His voice vibrated to a 
high key and became tremulous with emotion, at 
which the crowd around him tittered audibly. He 
was quiet and cool when he scored a point in his own 
favor, evasive when closely pressed, good humored 
sometimes, and astute always. Mr. Powderly was 
heard first on a presentation of the labor side of the 
case. He attracted much curious observation, and it 
was remarked that he was rather better dressed than 
the railroad king. 

Speaking of labor troubles, the agitation about the 
eight hour question has brought about a complete 
paralyzation of the building interests in this city. 
Contractors are unwilling to undertake the erection of 
any buildings until they are able to have some sub- 
stantial basis upon which to make their estimates, 
while persons wanting houses built are frightened away 
by the differences existing between the employers and 
employed. 

The promoters of the Washington Exposition of 
1889-92 hold weekly sessions to discuss the subject. 
At the last meeting much enthusiasm was displayed, 
and it adjourned with the feeling that the project was 
making rapid strides towards success. The governors 
of the forty-six states and territories, the presidents 
and secretaries of the principal boards of trade through- 
out the United States, and the mayors of all cities con- 
taining a population of 25,000 and upwards have been 
appointed ex-officio members of the Exposition Board. 

The plans will have to be pushed forward vigorously 
as the time is very short in which to effect the neces- 
sary Congressional legislation. There are plenty of 
energetic business men in the District of Columbia, 
however, who are willing and anxious to do whatever 
is necessary to urge upon Congress the establishment 
of the great enterprise. 

Our law-makers in both ends of the Capitol have 
been recklessly extravagant during the week with the 
people’s money. On one day the Senate passed about 
four hundred private pension bills, which was at the 
rate of one a minute for several hours. In rare in- 
stances were any of these bills even read, and Senators 
knew little or nothing about their merits or lack of 
merit. For this usually slow and cautious body the 
procedure was unheard of. The House has had before 
it the great River and Harbor Bill, that notorious 
“grab bag” through which members buy themselves 
votes with Government money. Many an obscure, 
useless little river or creek throughout the country got 
an appropriation to which it had not the shadow of a 
right. 

In society the week has been barren. But the wail 
of misereres stealing through church doors, the sigh- 
ing of chanted litanies, and the Lentien acts of peni- 
tence and devotion closed by the calendar at midnight 
on Saturday. Society went into seclusion at the Capi- 
tal on Ash Wednesday, whether from religious fervor 
or from utter exhaustion consequent upon the gay 
season. ; 

The President and his private secretary are still 
keeping bachelors’ hall at the White House. Miss 
Cleveland has not returned, and Col. Lamont’s family 
is health-seeking at Fortress Monroe. A woman has 
asked Mr. Cleveland the fateful question, whether or 
not the rumors concerning his marriage were true.

RESIGNATION OF REV. MR. SUMMERBELL. 


At the close of the regular services at the Franklin 
Street Christian Church, yesterday, a meeting of the 
church was held, at which the following communica- 
tion from the pastor, Rev. Martyn Summerbell, was 
read: 

. FALL RIvER, Mass., April 17, 1886. 

To the First Christian Church:—Dear Brethren,—In 
response to a growing conviction of duty, augmented by 
the counsels of brethren from east and west, I herewith 
respectfully tender you my resignation as pastor, in 
order to accept a call extended by the St. Paul Evangel- 
ical Church of New York City. Retiring at this time, I 
am gratified to feel that the immediate object of my 
settlement has been in some manner accomplished. All 
departments of your organization with which I have had 
to do are moving smoothly and hopefully, the finances are 
well administered, peace and harmony prevail through- 
out the membership, several friends are waiting to be 
received into fellowship, and you are in that general 
condition of prosperity where you can call an acceptable 
pastor, and, by co-operating heartily with him, insure 
growth and progress to the church. 

In severing the tie which has so pleasantly united us 
all these years, I desire to express my sense of obligation 
to every officer of the church, Sunday-school, society, 
and allied organizations, and to every member of them 
all, for the uniform and universal kindness which has 
been extended to my family and myself from the day 
of our coming among you. Whatever the future may 
have in store for meand mine, among our most cherished 
recollections will be the memory thatin all personal and 
official relations from first to last, pleasant words and 
gentle courtesies have always been the rule and never 
the exception. 

Presenting this resignation, I am aware that a strict 
construction of agreements will require me to hold the 
pulpit three months from date; and yet, since the church 
which does me the honor to summon me to its leader- 
ship entreats that I enter upon the work immediately, I 
should regard it a favor if we could mutually consent 
to‘an early termination of our engagement. As at my 
coming to you, a similar covenant was waived for mu- 
tual advantage, so now it might prove both for your in- 
terest as well as mine that you should resume charge of 
your pulpit so as to settle a pastor before the approach of 
the summer vacation scatter the congregation. Should 
this suggestion meet your approval, I would designate 
the first Sunday in May as a suitable time for closing 
our pleasant term of fellowship as pastor and people.

The resignation of the pastor was accepted, to take 
effect as suggested on the first Sunday in May, and the 
deacons were appointed to supply the pulpit until after 
the annual vacation. As extensive repairs are con- 
templated on the church building, which will probably 
render it necessary to close the church for a longer 
period than usual, it was not generally thought advisa- 
ble to call a permanent pastor until the church should 
come together again after vacation, but this does not 
prevent the church from calling a pastor at an earlier 
day should it be deemed advisable to extend an imme- 
diate call to any of those who may be selected to sup- 
ply the pulpit meanwhile. 

Mr. Summerbell’s résignation is very generally re- 
gretted by the entire congregation, and the news of his 
early departure from the city causes a feeling of sor- 
row not only among the members of his church, to 
whom he was endeared in a special manner, but among 
a wide circle of friends outside his flock, who have 
formed his acquaintance during his residence here. 
During his pastorate in this city he has refused several 
flattering offers from other places, but his present call 
from New York is of such a nature and offers such a 
broader field of work that it could not justly be refused. 
In entering upon his new field of labor, Mr. Summer- 
bell carries with him the best wishes of all who know 
him here, and who will always be glad to hear of his 
success.— Fall River (Mass.) Daily Evening News, 
April 26th.

SPIRIT AND FORM. 

One view of religion is that of considering the ob- 
servances and forms connected with it as being of the 
nature of positive rather than moral institutions. 
Some minds incline to the positive or arbitrary manner 
of interpretation, and they are very much known for 


their disposition to adhere to the strict “letter of the 
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law.” Preachers who view the things of religion in 
this light are found earnestly exhorting their hearers 
to render obedience simply upon ground that God has 
commanded so and so, but without considering the 
philosophy of the command. A wise parent desires 
that his child shall as much as is possible obey him 
upon higher principles than that of viewing his com- 
mands in an arbitrary light; he would have his child 
enter inté sympathy with his design and go forward, to 
some extent influenced by an intelligent conception 
of his purpose and the reasons of the command. 

In comparing the New Testament with the Old we 
have been accustomed to observe that the old dispensa- 
tion was formal and included many ceremonies arbi- 
trarily imposed, and which stood in that day as positive 
institutions; and that the new dispensation is more 
spiritual, having less of that positive or arbitrary 
nature. A careful investigation leads us to see that 
even the old dispensation order was not so rigidly 
positive. Samuel said, “Behold, to obey is better than 
sacrifice.” Paul, in commenting on the old dispensa- 
tion, says, “If the uncircumcision keep the righteous- 
ness of the law, shall not his uncircumcision be 
counted for circumcision.” It would seem that the 
observance of the ‘rites of that dispensation were 
essentially required of them, but Samuel indicates that 
other things are of more importance; and Paul as 
good as says that if a man lives a righteous life ac- 
cording to the moral and spiritual requirements of the 
law, he was good enough without circumcision. 

The righteousness of the law referred to was some- 
thing beside the ceremonies. Paul said, “The king- 
dom of God is not meat and drink, but righteousness 
and peace and joy in the Holy Ghost.” He also de- 
clared concerning the relative importance of forms: 
“He is not a Jew who is one outwardly, neither is that 
circumcision which is outward in the flesh; but he is 
a Jew who is one inwardly, and circumcision is of the 
heart in the spirit and not in the letter.” Might not 
the same importance be attached to any and all other 
ceremonies, both of the old and the new dispensation? 
He is not a Christian who is one outwardly, neither is 
that baptism which is outward in the flesh or the 
water; but he is a Christian who is one inwardly, and 
saving baptism is that of the heart in the spirit and 
not in the letter. 

It appears that in either dispensation whoever at- 
tained the moral and spiritual standard in view was 
accepted. We must look upon both dispensations as 
methods adopted in the wisdom of heaven for the 
training of mankind, to bring them to the desired 
point of moral and spiritual development. The great 
object of the gospel is that men and women become the 
subjects of divine grace—that they be converted from 
sin unto righteousness. An inward and spiritual work 
is the standard aimed for, and when that is attained 
the object is accomplished. If in our progress of soul, 
morally and spiritually, we reach forward and attain, 
leaving all forms behind, let them go. “It is the Spirit 
that quickeneth.” C. C. Row ey.

MISSION NOTES. 


Perhaps the most interesting story furnished by the 
life of Buddha, is that told of the poor woman who 
came to him with her dead child in her arms asking 
him if there was any medicine that would restore its 
life. One thing, he said, might cure herson. Go, 
said he, and bring me a handful of mustard-seed from 
some house where death has never touched the family. 
With her dead babe she wandered from door to door, 
and one said, “I have lost a husband,” another, “I a 
son,” and another, ‘“‘[amother,” etc. Shecould find no 
house where the shadow of death had not fallen. She 
could thus find no medicine by which her child could 
be restored. Buddha told her not to think of her own 
grief alone but to remember therewith the griefs of 
others. 

Now the heathen are being given the gospel, which 
shows that in Jesus Christ the dead are made well 
again even by the power of his resurrection. Who 
would withhold this blessed truth from the discon- 
solate heathen? Who? He who would not aid by his 
means and his prayers in sending forth the missionary of 
the cross to them! 

Buddhism admits of nocaste. Buddha declared that 
all men were equal, and this he illustrated by taking a 
cup of milk from the hands of a poor shepherd boy, 
himself of the lowest caste. This was the ghief bless- 
ing of Buddhism: Caste, as known to the Hindoos, 
is the chief obstacle in the way of the missionaries. 
Buddhists will eat no meat, and when they walk out 
they put a veil over the mouth lest they should acci- 
dentally swallow an insect. In some places you will 
find hospitals—not for sick men and women—but for 
sick and worn-out animals. 

The Buddhists are commanded to pray, and are 
taught that in many repetitions of the same prayer 
there is much merit. They have praying machines by 
which they pray. The prayer-wheel is a card-board 
barrel, on the inside of which the prayer is written. 
On the road these are set up, and the traveler who 
would tarry for his devotions by the way, has but to 
turn this little barrel. Each turn of it is a prayer to 
his credit. A queer kind of praying isthis! We can 
teach them a better method. 

The mission-work in Assam began in 1836. In 1841 
the first convert was made. Five long, weary years 
the seed seemed to fall on stony ground. This first 





convert was Nidhiram. His confession of Jesus 
caused exceeding great joy among the missionaries. 
He adopted the name of Levi Farwell, and was 
known henceforth as Nidhi Levi. He became a 
preacher and qa writer. He published over one hun- 
dred hymns which are now sung by the Assamese. He 
sleeps in death, and over his grave the tomb-inscription 
is— 
“NIDHI LEVI FARWELL, 
“THE FIRST CONVERT IN ASSAM. 
“DIED, JANUARY 28, 1873, 
“AGED 50 YEARS. 


“From boyhood his life was spent in mission service. 
As a writer, preacher, poet, translator, he showed un- 
common ability and great fidelity. To God be all the 
praise. 

Raj Kishore is a scholar in the Centennial Mission 
School of India. He is seventeen years old. His 
yearly expenses at school are thirty dollars. These 
are met by a good man in America. Shortly ago he 
wrote this man a letter, and that our friends who fail 
to see the wisdom of trying to save the heathen may 
better come to know what the heathen mentally are, 
we give his letter: ‘‘You must have heard already that 
Iam a new-comer to the fold of Christ. Iam the 
son of a small land-owner in the district of Ghazipur. 
From my childhood I was sent by my parents to pros- 
ecute my studies at a mission school in the city of 
Azimgarh. From the timesince I began to read En- 
glish I was also taught the Holy Bible in the school. 
At last when I read about the love of Christ my heart 
was turned. I was advised to go to the missionary who 
could help me in this matter. God doeth what he 
pleases for those who love him, and he tries to free 
all from sin and bring them into his fold. My rela- 
tives needed medicine just then, and I was sent to 
Lucknow, two hundred miles away, for it. Here I 
met Mr. Bradley, a missionary, and he baptized me. 
Thank God, Satan has now no power over me. I 
wish you to pray to God for me that he may help 
me inall my doings. I hope when I grow older I shall 
devote my life to the work of God.” Let every reader 
of this letter offer a fervent prayer for that dear boy.

CURRENT EVENTS. 


The papers are full of accounts of strikes all over the 
country, and of threatened strikes. 


The two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the settle- 
ment of Springfield, Massachusetts, will be appropriate- 
ly celebrated in that city on May 25th and 26th. 


A young lady of high social standing in Harrisburg, 
Pa., by forged indorsements, secured some ten thousand 
dollars from several banks, and then left for parts un- 
known. 


The boycotting bakers, of New York, have been ar- 
rested and held in five hundred dollars each for trial. 
If convicted, the penalty is one year’s imprisonment, or 
five hundred dollars fine, or both. 


The greater part of the business district of Montreal is 
under water. The whole country on the south shore is 
inundated. The ice-jam at Hochelaga and Boucherville 
still holds firm. In the lower part of the city the water 
rose so rapidly that residents were forced to the upper 
stories of their houses, where many are without fire and 
fuel, and as yet with no immediate prospect of relief in 
the shape of provisions. In some streets the water is 
six feet deep. Merchants say the losses will amount to 
millions of dollars. This is the worst flood that ever 
visited Montreal. 


Messrs. Cornelius, William K., Frederick W., and 
George W. Vanderbilt have given jointly the sum of 
$25,000 to the College of Physicians and Surgeons for the 
erection and endowment of a building 75 feet by 100 
feet, at Tenth Avenue and Sixtieth Street, New York 
City, to be known as the Vanderbilt Clinic. The insti- 
tution will supplement the work of the Sloane Maternity 
Hospital and of the college. The plan of the building 
includes a free medical dispensary on the first floor, an 
amphitheatre for clinical purposes on the second floor, 
and class-rooms above that. 


The strike of the sugar refiners in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
resulted in a riot on April 22d. A number of them col- 
lected around the entrances to the refineries, on First 
Street, in the morning, and were soon joined by all the 
idlers in the neighborhood, who were more noisy and 
threatening than the strikers. About forty policemen 
were ‘stationed along Kent Avenue. About 2 o’clock, 
when a striker was arrested, a crowd of 1,000 sympa- 
thizers gathered around and began to kick the police- 





man and try to trample on him.. The other policemen 
rushed to his aid, and the crowd retreated and began to 
throw stones. The policemen stood it for a few minutes, 
and then drew their revolvers and began firing. Forty 
or fifty shots were fired altogether, and the strikers 
scattered in all directions. Five policemen were in- 
jured by fiying stones; one of them had his skull 
broken. One striker was shot in the arm and several 
were severely clubbed. The strikers paraded with 
torches through the streets where the sugar houses 
stand after inidnight. Some of the crowd threatened 
to set fire to the big buildings, but they were all driven 
away by the police. The strikers are nearly all Poles 
and Germans, and the bosses say that many of them are 
imbued with socialistic ideas. 


A terrible accident has occurred at East Lee, Conn., 
resulting in a large loss of life and much damage to 
property. At six o’clock on Tuesday morning, April 
20th, the village of East Lee was inundated and devas- 
tated by the breaking away of a dam at Mud Pond 
reservoir, a mountain lake about two and one-half miles 
from the village. East Lee village, whose half dozen 
paper mills are situated on a stream, received its first 
news of the accident when the flood came pouring down 
its streets, with the water from four to six feet deep, 
bringing with it trees, portions of houses, barns, fences, 
wagons, and every form of movable property. The 
people fied to the slopes of the valley along which the 
torrent was pouring, and saw houses moved and toppled 
about like ships on the river. The flood passed East 
Lee, and went on down the road destroying gardens, 
lawns, fences, and moving the smaller buildings, but 
had not power to utterly wreck the larger houses, 
though the damage done will amount to many thousands 
of dollars. As soon as possible the people went up the 
line of the flood toward the pond, and found the ruin 
worse as they approached the starting point of the 
torrent. The scene is one of terrible desolation, and the 
town of Lee is wild with excitement. Eleven bodies 
have been found, and from a knowledge of the people 
who lived in the track of the flood where it was worst, 
it is expected several more will be found.
